Sir: 


In reply to your favor of 13th inst., regarding the $5 coin, sent for your inspection. I have 
to state that for purpose of determining its character and value. You are at liberty to cut it. The 
coin being the property of the Coin Teller here, who paid for it, that he might have it in his 
possession for comparison as well as for its remarkable character. 


This is the third coin of this character discovered by Mr. Vassar our Coin Teller, who I 
think is entitled to commendation for his discrimination and ready judgement as an expert. This 
coin was sent to Chief Detective Brooks, through Mr. Mcllrath, his subordinate here, who had it 
in his possession a fortnight, and returned it with a letter pronouncing it genuine, and over the 
shoulders of that officer giving a sharp rebuke to this office for doubting its genuineness. 


A fellow coin to this was sent to you July 20th last, and the report upon it under date of 
28th was of the same character as that indicated in your letter of 13th inst. 


When tested have the kindness to remit the value of said coin to this office and if not too 
much trouble I should like a detail of its component parts.
